Next Morning, at 
wetk of Day, the Enemy made feveral

ta nate Morning we judged that they 
when purther Defign to attacks us that Day ; 
Lines foon after, Sir John Ligonier fent 
Sa Colonel Fords to acquaint his 
ruins cat he imagined the Enemy was jutt 
fark tack us, or to endeavour to out- 
Upon pa irs cut us off from Mfzcf tebe : 
ta the which bis R. Hiowent immediately 
“ie Left, and defir’é the Marthal to put 
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the Right inftantly under Ams. About an 
Hour after that his R. H. was arrived there, 
and had mads his Difpofitions, and placed 
his Battenes, the Enemy appear'd form'd 
in a deep Column. twelve Battalions a-breaft, 
in order to attack a fmall Enclofere with 
about fpur or ive fmall Houles in it, where 
we had tour Battahons potted ; and about 
that Village alone almoft the Whole of the 
A@ion was, which laited about four Hours, 
after it had been taken and retaken four 
Times; and twhen we had made ourfelves 
Matters of it by the Affiittance of our own 
detached Troops, which came to us from 
the Right, the Line of Foor without the 
Village begari ro give Way a httle; tley 
were however again put ia Order. His 
R. H. then went to form that Part of the 
Cavalry which had been in Difordcr, but 
found himfeli cut off by fome Squadrons 
of French Cavalry, which had broke in, 
and was obliged to retire to our Cavalry, 
who, by that Time had charged and broke 
the Enemy's firft Line, and aiterwards, 
while his R. H. was with them, charged 
a fecond Time, and broke the Enemy a- 
again ; but purfuing them too far, received 
a Fire from fome Foot who lay behind the 
Hedges, which gave the French Cavairy 
Time to form again; and then they forced 
ours to retire. In the mean Time our In- 
fantry retreated towards Macfrichr, to the 
Place where we joined. His Royal High- 
nefs marched towards Lusetiz with all the 
Cavairy, to favour the Refreat of the Dares 
and the Right Wing; which was effected 
fo fuccefsfully, that they loft nothing but 
fome few Men by Cannon-fhot. Sir ‘fob 
Ligonier and Count Ifendourg had the Mif- 
fortune to be taken in the lait Attack 
that our Horfe made. Our LofS is but 
very inconfiderable in-Comparifon of that 
of the Enemy, whofe Prifoners own above 
S000 Men, We have about 700 Prifoners 
of theirs, and they have not fo many of 
ours, His R. H. gives the greateft Com- 
mendation of his Majefty’s Brit:/S and #lec- 
toral Troops, of which there was not a 
Squadron or a Battalion, which did not 
charge and beat the Enemy more than once. 
We have loft no Colours; but the Greys, 
his R. H. and ddlebjen’s, have each loft a 
Standard; in Return, we have taken four 
Standards and four Colours. ‘Ihe Garifon 
of Macfricht is reinforced by two Englih, 
three Aufrian, and five Durcb Battahons. 
It was only our Left Wing, and fome few 
Detch, who were engaged with almoft the 
Whole of the French Army.

out the Affiftance of any cfroremical Figure, 
I believe, I may be able to make the Reas 
der comprehend the Reafon why the Sun 
rifes at Madrafs, when it is but a little af- 
ter Mid-night here, and fets there when it 
is but a little after Mid-day or Noon here. 

For this Purpofe I muft obferve, that 
the Circumference of the Earth from North 
to South is fuppofed to be divided into 360 
Degrees, which are called the Degrees of 
Latitude ; and the Circumference from Eaft 
to Weft is fuppofed to be divided into the 
fame Number of Degrees, whiclt are called 
the Degrees of Longitude. Now as the 
Earth turns round its Ax:s once every 24. 
Hours from Weft to Eaft, therefore every 
Point upon its Surface muft move every 
Hour 15 Degrees towards the Sun from 12 
o’Clock at Night till 12 at Noon, and away 
from the Sun from 12 at Noon till 12 at 
Night, every Day in theYear ; confequently, 
thofe who live 15 Degrees Eaft of us in the 
fame Latitude muft come an Hour fooner in 
Sight of the Sun than we do in the Morn- 
ing, and muft lofe Sight of him an Hour 
fooner than we do in the Evening. 

I have faid in the fame Latilude, becaufe 
in different Latitudes there is a Difference 
as to the Length of their Days and Nights ; 
and therefore; when we talk of coming in 
Sight, or lofing Sight of the Sun, that 
is to fay, of the Rifing or Setung of 
the Sun, we muft confine it to the fame 


D Latitude, or to the Time of the E7urnoxes, 


when the Days and Nights are equal all over 
the Earth. 

Now reckoning an Hour’s Differenée to 
every 15 Wegrees, and confidering that in 
all Parts of the Earth, they reckon it Morn- 
ing when the Sun rifes, that is to fay, when 
they firft begin to fee him, by their Part of

S 2 Propofal has been lately publithed, 
by a Gentleman who is Known to be 
Mafter of the Subje& he treats of, for in- 
creafing the Strength of the Brit: Navy ; 
and as all fuch Propofals highly deferve the 
publick Notice, efpecially when they appear 
to be founded in Reafon and fupported by 
Experiment, I therefore defire you to in- 
fert in your Magazine the following Ac- 
count of this Propofal. 

The Author, in his Preface, informs us, 
that he was encouraged to publith his 
Thoughts upon the Subject, by the Peru- 
fal of a Freneb Manufcript, taken on board 
the Afers Man of War, wherein he found 


The Species of Cannon proper for each 
Ship is limited by the Weight of the Pieces, 
and when the Charge and the Effort of the 
Bullet are affigned, this Weight in cach 
Species is or ought to be determined by the 
following Circumftances : 

That they fhall not be in Danger of 

D burfting. 

That they fhall not heat too much in 
frequent firing. 

And that they hall not recoil too boifte-

All this is to be done by a proper Quan- 
tity of Metal properly difpofed ; and whea 
the Pieces are fecured from thefe Accidents,

E ufelefs but prejudicial. 

The Dimenfions ard Weight of Metal 
fufficient for thefe Purpofes, he fays, W¢ 
may learn from the prefent Praétice of the 
Navy in the Fabrick of the 32 Pounders, 
which are made to weigh from 52  §3 
Hundred Weight ; that is, fomewhat !cl# 
than an Hundred and tqo Thirds for ec 
Pound of Bullet; from whence he con-

G of different Quantities of Powder fired n 
Spaces, which they refpeétively fill, is °° 
exaétly in the Proportion of tho’ Quant 
ties, but the Jeffer Quantity has in Propor 
tion the leaft Force ; as he hag found from 


many repeated Trials, Frost 
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From hence he concludes, that for aug- 
menting the Force of our prefent Sea-Bat- 
reries, all Ship-Guns fhould be caft upor 
the Model of the 32 Pounders, meafuring 
by the Diameter of the refpective Bullet ; 
(9 that for each Pound of Bullet, there 
hhould be allowed one Hundred and two 
Thirds of Metal only.

Here, by way of Note, he tells us, that 
from the French Manu cript above-men- 
tioned, he learns, that the rend, even in 
their late Sieges, have reduced the Quantity 
of Powder to one Third of the Weight of 
the Bullet. And he concludes, that from 
the Trials he has made (fome of which he 
mentions) he is well fatisfied, a much 
greater Reduttion of Weight than he pro- 
pofes might fafely take Place ; and that oxe 
Fourth, or even one Fifth, of the Weight of 
the Bullet in Powder, if properly difpoid, 
is abundantly fufficient for every Species cf 
Ship-Guns ; but leaves what he fays to be 
confuted or confirmed by future Trials, to 
be made by publick Autharity, if thought 
worthy of Confideration. 

This is the Subftance of what the Au- 
thor advances in Support of his Propofa! ;

of the Mind are to dire@ us againit the 
Light of our Reafon and the Laws of Na. 
ture ; or any of thofe wicked Tenets from 
which the Peace of Society has been ¢i/. 
turbed, and the Rules of Morality hive 
been broken Sy Men pretending to a4 un. 
der the Sanction of a Divine Revelst n, 
Nor does any Part of his Life, either be. 
fore or afier his Converfion to Chriftianity, 
bear any Mark of a Libertine Difpofiticn, 
As among the Yews, fo among the Chr. 
fians, his Converfation and Manners wire 
blamelefs, Hear the Appeal that he makes 
to the Tbeffalomians upon his Dofrine and

After anfwering fome Objections, the 
Author next endeavours to prove, that, 
had St. Paw/ undertaken fuch an Impofture, 
without any rational Motive, he could not 
have carried. it on with Succefs, by « 
Means that we know he employed. [or 
evincing this Impoffibility, he thews, ' 
St. Paud could not carry on fuch an 
pofture without a Confederacy with the 
Apoftles, with thofe who were along with 
him when the Miracle of his Convertion 
happened, and with Ananias, who came to 
him at Damajeus; but that he neither was, 
nor could be in a Confederacy with any ©!

hur allo in Power and in the Holy Ghof, 
: Theil. i. ¢. It was to the Efficacy of the 
Divine Power that he afcribed all his Suc- 
cefs in thofe Countries, and wherever elfe 
he planted the Gofpel of Cérif, If that 
Power really went with him, it would 
enable him to overcome all thofe Difficul- 
ties that obftruéted his Enterprize, but then 
tv was net an Impoftor: Our Enquiry there- 
fore muft be, whether (fuppofing him to 
have been an Impoftor) he could, by pre- 
tonding to Miracles, have overcome all thofe 
Dificulties, and carried on his Work with 
Succefs ? 

To give pretended Miracles any Reputa- 
tion, the Author juftly obferves, that two 
C.rcumftances are principally neceffary ; az 
est Difpofition in thofe whom they are de- 
figned to impofe upon, and a powerful 
Confederacy to carry on, and abet the Cheat. 
Then he thews, that there was no fuch 
Difpofition among the Gentiles, nor had St. 
Paul any fuch Confederacy. 

The Author having thus proved, that 
St. Pau! could not be an Intpoftor, he next 
proceeds to thew, that he was no Enthu- 
halt, by obferving, that the Ingredients of 


are, great Heat of Temper, Melancholy, 
Iznerance, Credulity, and Vanity, or Self. 
Conceit, every one of which he examines 
particularly, and from the Hiftory of St. 
Paul thews, that he had no great Share of 
any one of them in his Corapofition. But 
then allowing, fays the Author, for Argu- 
ment's Sake, that all thofe Qualities were 
‘o be found in St, Paul, or that the Heat of 
his Temper alone could be a fufficient Foun- 
“ation to fupport fuch a Sufpicion ; I fhall 
endeavour to prove, that he could not have 
impofed on himfelf by any Power of En- 
tuhaim, either in Regard to the Miracle 
oa cauled his Converfion, or to the con- 
*quential Effeéts of it, or to fome other 
Circumftances which he bears Teftimony tg 
iD his Epiftles, 


For this Purpofe the Author fhews, that 
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perfecute them without Mercy; but it is 
impoffible to fuppofe, that while he was 
in that Temper ot Mind, the Power of 
Enthutiafm could fuggett to him a heavenly 
Vifion for calling him to be the Apoftle of 
Chrift. Then the Author fhews, that fup- 
pofe the Power of Enthufiafm had fug- 


A gefted to St. Pau! fuch a Vifion, it could 
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not at the very fame Inftant fuggeft the 
fame Vifion to all-thofe then in Company 
with him, whofe Minds were no better 
difpofed than his to the Chriftian Faith. 
And laftly, he thews, that fuppofing the 
Light and Sound to have been the natural 
Effe&s of a Meteor, yet it could not ac- 
count for what happened afterwards at 
Damafeus, between St. Paul and Ananjas, 

Having thus examined the Miracle of 
St. Paul’s Converfion, the Author next 
examines his Succefs in preaching the Gof- 
pel, and thews, that feveral of the Mira- 
cles which were the Caufe of that Succefs, 
could not be the Effect of Enthufiafm ; 
particularly that relating to Elymas the 
Sorcerer at Paphos, that upon Extychus at 
Troas, and that of the Viper, which faf- 
tened upon St. Pau/’s Hand in the Ifle of 
Melita. 

The Author next obferves, that the 
Power of working Miracles was not con- 
fined to St. Paul; it was alfo communi- 
cated to the Churches he planted, particu- 
larly that at Corinth, as St. Paul himfelf 
teftifies in his firft Epiftle to them, which 
he would not have done, if they had not 
known, that they had fuch miraculous 
Powers among them; for otherwife they 
muft have regarded the Author of that 
Epiftle as a Man out of his Senfes, 

If, for Inftance, fays the Author, a 
Quaker fhould, in a Meeting of his own 
Se&, tell all the Perfons affembled there, 
that to fome among them was given the Gift 
of Healing by the Spirit of God, to others the 
Working of other Miracles, to others diverfe 
Kinds of Tongues, they would undoubtedly 
account him a Madman, becaufe they pre- 
tend to no fuch Gifts. If, indeed, they 
were only told by him, that they were in- 
fpired by the Spirit of God in a certain in- 
effable Manner, which they alone could 
underftand, but which did not difcover it- 
felf by any outward, diftiné Operations, 
or Signs, they might miftake the Impulfe 
of Enthutfiafn for the Infpiration of the 
Holy Ghoft ; but they could not believe, 
avainft the Conviction of their own Minds, 
that they fpoke Tongues they did not 


in the Temper of Mind St. Paud was in G fpeak, or heal'd Diftempers they did not 


when the Miracle of his Converfion hap- 
— the Power of Enthufiafm might 
ave fugeefted to him a Vifion from Hea- 
ven, denouncing the Anger of God againft 
Coryfians, and eommanding him te 





heal, or work'd other Miracles, when they 
work’d none. If it be faid, the Corinthians 
might pretend to thefe Powers, tho’ the 
Quakers do not, I afk, whether in that 


Pretenfian they were Impoftors, or smd 
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Enthufiafts ? If they were Impoftors, and 
St. Pax! was alfo fuch, how ridiculous was 
it for him to advife them in an Epiftle, 
writ only to them, and for their own Use, 
not to value themfelves too highly upon 
thofe Gifts; to pray for one rather than 
another, and prefer Charity to them all! 
Do Affociates in Fraud talk fuch a Lan- 
guage to one another? But if we fuppofe 
their Pretenfion to all thofe Gifts was an 
Esie& of Enthufiafm, let us contider how 
x was poffible that he and they could be fo 
eheated by that Enthufiafm, as to imagine 
they had fuch Powers when they had not. 

Laftly, the Author fhews, that St. Pawl 
gould not have been deceived by the Fraud 
of others, either in his Converfion, or in 
the Confequences of it; and concludes, 
that fince his Converfion and Apoftlefhip 
ean neither be imputed to the Fraud of 
others, nor to wilful Impofture, nor to 
Enthutiafm, therefore it follows, that what 
he related to have been the Caufe of his 
Converfion, and to have happen‘d in Con- 
fequence of it, did ai] really happen, and 
therefore the Chriftian Religion is a Drvine 
Revelation. 

That this Conclufion is fairly and unde- 
niably drawn from the Premiffes, I think 
mutt be own'd, unlefs fome probable Caufe 
ein be affign'd to account for thofe Fats 
fo authentically related in the Ac?s of the 
Apofiles, and attefted in his Epiftles by St. 
Poul himfelf, other than any of thofe which 
I have confider’d ; and this lam confident 
cannot be done. It mut be, therefore, ac- 
eounted for by the Power of God. That 
God fhould work Miracles for the Efta- 
blifhment of a moft Holy Religion, which 
from the infuperable Difficulties that ftood 
in the Way of it, could not have eftablifh'd 
itfelf without fuch an Affiftance, is no Way 
repugnant to Human Reafon: But that 
without any Miracle fuch Things fhould have 
happened, as no adequate natural Caufes 
ean be aihign’d for, is what Human Reafon 
cannot believe. 

Upon this the Author obferves, that as 
the Fecvs and other Opponents of Chriftia. 
nity had no Refource againft the Notoriety 
of the Miracles performed by Chrift and 
his Difciples, but that of imputing them to 
Magick, or the Power of Demons, their 
hetaking themicives to this Refource is no 
inconfiderable Argument of the Truth of 
the Facts. Is it then, fays he, on Account 
of the Myfteries in the Gofpel that the Faé&s 
are denied, though fupported by Evidence 
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It is incomparably more Probable, he 

adds, that a Revelation from God concer». 
ing the Ways of his Providence, thould 
contain in it Matters above the Capacity of 
our Mimds to comprehend, than that S 
Paul, or indeed any of the other Apoftles. 
fhould have aéted, as we know that des 

A did, upon any other Foundations than cer. 
tain Knowledge of Chr7/’s being rifen from 
the Dead ; or fhould have fucceeded jn the 
Work they undertook, without the Aid of 
miraculous Powers, To the former of the’ 
Propofitions I may give my Affent withow 
any direct Oppofition of Reafon to Faith; 
but in admitting the latter, I muft believs 
againft all thofe Probabilities that are the 
rational Grounds of Affent. 

Nor do they who rejeét the Chrifian 
Religion, becaufe of the Difficulties which 
occur in its Myfteries; confider how far 
that Objection will go againft other Sy/- 
tems both of Religion and of Philoforhy, 
which they themfelves profefs to adm. 
There are in Deifm itfelf, the moft fimple 
of all religious Opinions, feveral Difficul- 
tics, for which human Reafon can but ill 
account ; which may therefore be not im- 
properly ftiled Articles of Faith. Such is 
the Origin of Evil under the Government 
of an all-good and all-powerful God; a 
Queftion fo hard, that the Inability of folv- 
ing it, in a fatisfactory Manner to their 
Apprehenfions, has driven fome of the 


D greateft Philofophers into the monflrovs 
and fenfelefs Opinions of Manichs:/m and 


Atheifm. Such is the reconciling the Pre- 
fcience ef God with the Free-will of Man, 
which, after much Thought on the Subject, 
Mr. Locke fairly confeffes he could not 40, 
though he acknowledged both ; and what 
Mr. Locke could not do, in reafoning upon 

E Subje&s of a metaphyfical Nature, I am 
apt to think, few Men, if any, can hope 
to perform. 

He then ftates feveral other Myfteries or 
Difficulties that occur in Philofophy and the 
Syftem of Deifm, which may ferve 0 
make us acknowledge our Weaknefs, but 
cannot make any wife Man deny the Surg 
of God, or his infinite Wifdom, Goodne/s, 

F and Power. So likewife it is, fays he, with 
refpe& to the Chriftian Religion. Some Di/- 
ficulties eccur in that Revelation which ku- 
man Reafon can hardly clear; but as the 
Truth of it ftands upon Evidence fo ftreng 
and convincing, that it cannot be denied 
without much g:eater Difficulties than thole 
that attend the Belief of it, as I have be- 


which in all other Cafes would be allowed G fore endeavoured to prove, we ought not 


to contain the cleareft Convi@tion, and 
cannot in this be rejected without reducing 
the Mind to a State of abfolute Scepticifm, 
and overturning thofe Rules by which we 
judge of all Evidence, and of the Truth or 
Credibility of all other Faéts ?

From the arrogant Ignorance of Meta- 

phyfical Reafonings, aiming at Matters 3° 


bore eur Knowledge, arofe, {ays — 
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the fpeculative Impiety, and many 

of the wortt Superititions of the old bea- 
tien World; and from the fame Source 
have fince flowed fome of ‘the greatett 
Corruptions of the Evangelical Truth, and 
the moft inveterate Prejudices againft it. 
Are then, he concludes, our intellectual 
Faculties of no Ufe in Religion ? Yes, A 
undoubtedly, of the moft neceffary Uie 
when rightly employed. The proper Em- 
ployment of them is to diftinguifth its ge- 
ouine DoGtrines from others erroneoufly or 
corruptly a‘cribed to it; to confider the 
Importance and Purport of them, with the 
Conneétion they bear to one another ; but 
érit of all to examine with the ftricteft At- 
tention the Evidence by which Religion is B 
proved, internal as well as externa/. If the 
external Evidence be convincingly ftrong, 
and there is no internal Proof of its Falf- 
bood, but much to fupport and confirm its 
Truth, then furely no Difficulties ought to 
prevent our giving a full Affent and Belief 

to it. It is our Duty, indeed, to endea- 
vour to find the beft Solutions we can to C 
them ; but where no fatisfactory ones are 

to be found, it is no lefs our Duty to ac- 
quiefce with Humility, and believe that to 

be right which we know is above us, and 
belonging to a Wifdom fuperior to ours. 

Nor let it be faid, that this will be an 
Argument for the admitting all Doétrines, 
however abfurd, that may have been graft- 
ed upon the Chriftian Faith: Thofe which D 
can plainly be proved ret to belong to it, 
tail net under the Reafoning I have laid 
cown: (And certainly none do belong to 
«which contradi€t either our clear, intui- 
tive Krowledge, or the evident Principles and 
DiGates of Reafon.) 1 {peak only of Diffi- 
cuties which attend the Belief of the Gof- 
Pein tome of its pure and effential Dec- 
tines, plainly and evidently delivered there, 
—_ being made known to us by a Rewr- 
“i.c fupported by Proofs that our Reafon 
“ge to admit, and not being fuch Things 
‘Sit can certainly know to be falfe, mutt be 
Mctived by it as Objeéts of Faith, tho’ they 
are fuch as it could not have difcovered by 
rm natural Means, and fuch as are difficult 
1 be conceived, or fatisfactorily explained F 
Z ° umited Powers. If the glorious Light A 
af Does be fometimes overcaft with Cleu 
Dor re fo is the Light of our Reafon-too. 
vill we deprive ourfelves of the Ad- 
nea” of cither, becaufe thofe Clouds 
wes perhaps be entirely removed while 
cine in this mortal Life? Shall we 
amrink ‘ Eg frowardly fhut our Eyes G 
wo hied cn CD Spring from on bigh that bas 
Nee Pee we are not as yet able to 
hot eve, wll Blaze of his Beams? Indeed, 

of pa nacaven itfelf, not in the higheft 
Perfection to which a finite Being 
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can ever attain, will all the Counfels of Pro- 
vidence, all the Herg/t.and the Depth of the 
infinite Wifdom af God, be ever difclofed 
or underftood. Faith even then will be 
neceflary, and there will be Myflerées which 
cannot be penetrated by the moft exalted 
Archangel, and Truths which cannot be 
known by him otherwile than from Reve. 
lation, or believed upon any other Ground 
of Affent, than a fubmiffive Confidence in the 
Divine Wifdem. What, then, fhall Man 
prefume that his weak, and narrow Under- 
ftanding is fufficient to guide him into all 
Truth, without any Need of Revelation or 
Faith? Shall he complain that rhe Ways e 
God are not like bts Ways, and paft bis ad 
ing ovt ? True Philofophy, as well as true 
Chriftianity, would teach us a wifer and 
modefter Part. It would teach us to be 
content within thofe Bounds which God 
has affigned to us, cafing down Imagina- 
tions, and every bigh Thing that exalteth it- 
Self againft the Knowledge of God, and brinc- 
ing into Captivity every Thought to the Obedi- 
ence of Chrift. 

Thus we have given the Subftance of 
this excellent Pamphlet as briefly as poffi- 
ble, which we found very difficult, becaufe 
every Paragraph is important, and not a 
Line, not even a Word unneceffary ; there- 
fore this Extract will, we hope, only ferve 
to make every Man perufe the Original, 
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Extra& of a Philfopbical Account of a new

HE Italian Author has adopted a new 
Syitem concerning Marine Petrifac- 
tion, the Caufe of which he refers to Fire, 
inflead of Water, according to the Opinion 
commonly received. 

The Place of his Abode has furnithed him. 
with particular Opportunities of comparing 
Marine PetrifaGtions found in the Moun- 
tains, with the true Marine Bodies pro- 
duced by the Sea, The faid Place is called 
San Vito di Tagliamento, 6 Hours Journey 
from Venice, under the Bifhop of Concordia, 
belonging to the Patriarch of Aguila, 

The Author is a Clergyman; but never 
entered into any ecclefiaftical Community, 
nor into any Univerfity as Profeffor ; to be 
out of the Way of Envy: However he 
keeps a Boarding-School for young Men. 
He has publifhed the Book in ion 
at his own Expence ; which has brought 
him into fome Trouble, aud render’d the 
Book at firft very (carce, Me fhews a erent 
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Conformity to the Principles of Sir Ifaac 
Newton, and other modern Philofophers, 
not very common in Jta/;, grounding him- 
felf upon Experience, and mathematical 
Proofs. 

Having in the firft Part formed the State 
of the Queftion, he examines the Syftems 
of Burnet and 4 oodward, almoft generally 
received by the Learned, tho’ the former 
does not make any exprefs Mention of Pe- 
trifaction. He refutes their Opinions about 
the Deluge, and of its being the Caufe of 
PetritaGhons. He lays down for a funda- 
mental Maxim, that the Deluge ought to 
be believed, according to the Scripture, as 
a Miracle, and not to be proved by natural 
Rules ; from which he proceeds to another, 
wiz, That whoever lays down, for a Foun- 
dation, a Principle which does not fit the 
feveral Phenomena, builds upon an errone- 
ous Principle. 

After having refuted at large Dr. Weod- 
ward's Opinions, he proceeds to the efta- 
blifhing his own Syftem, grounded upon 
fubterraneous Fire, with various Arguments 
of his own, and with the Refutation of 
thofe cf others. 

He firft lays down fome general Princi- 
ples, accordng to Sir Ifiac Newton, &c. 
and then applies to them feveral Inftances 
for fupporting his Syftem. 

he firft is the new Ifand rifen out of 
the Sea in the Year 1707, near the Ifland 
Santerizi in the Archipel. Le 

The fecond is a Mountain, which rofe 
out of the Earth in 1538. near Pozzuole 
in the Kinedom of Nagses, overwelmed 
the little Town Trip rpula and dried up a 
mavigable Lake named Lwucrane ; being 
now called the New Mountain, equal in 
Height to a neighbeuring old one, called 
Mone Barbaro. 

From the Circumftances attending thofe 
Events, he endeavours to prove his new 
Hypothefis. 

He calls to Help the feveral Eruptions of 
the Mountains /efrvivs and Atna; and 
then forms. his Thefis; wz. ‘ That ma- 
* rine Animals and Produétions (for In- 

ftance, Shells, &c.) which are now found 

in high Mountains, were firft generated F 

in the Sea: But when thofe Mountains 

were raifed, by fubterraneous Fire, above 
the Surface of the Sea, were petrified fo 
as they now apear.” 

This Thefis 44 o endeavours to fupport, 
by giving the Detail of the 12 feveral Strata 
found in the Territories of Modena, when 
they are digging for Wells, mentioned by G 
Woodward, Camerarius, Valifaieri, and 
Ramazzxem; whole Remarks, as well as 
the newer ones of Whiflon and Bourguet, he 
will not allow ‘o be fatisfaétory ; the great- 
eft Difficulyy bsing this, that, from the Na- 


ture of fome of thofe Strata, it feems that 
the Sea has twice cover’d the Plain of Mo. 
dena, now above fome Hundreds o; Feet 
above the Level of the Sea ; and that from 
another Stratum it may be inferred, that 
in the Intervals between thofe Overfiowinys 
of the Sea, the Land has been inhabited 
and cultivated. His Thefis he endeavours 
to fupport, by a remarkable Paffage {rom 
Pliny, Book Il, Chap. 87, Ingers terrarim 
portcntum, L. Marcio, Sex. Fulia Coff. in epre 
Mutienfi ! Namque montes duo inter fe concur. 
rerunt, crepitu maximo affultantes, recedent |. 
que; inter cos flamma fumogue in calim ex: 
unte, &C. 

Moro touches next upon the Hypothetis 
of fome, that the Sea increafes about one 
Foot in Height in about two Centuri 
and of fome others, that it decreafes § 
Feet in one Century; as alfo, how the 
Saltnefs of the Sea may be deduced trom hs 
Hypothefis. : 

Dr. Ebrbart (who communicated the 
Account) hopes that Moro’s Syftem may 
one Time prevail againft Prejudices, 
well as thofe of Ve gilius, Galjlaus, lar- 
wey, &C.

when it is fo eafy to diffipate thele ii 
Reports and unjuft Infinuations. |

(See p- 187, 217) Therein may 4 
alfo be perceived, that he was not defirous of 
taking Advantage of his Succeffes, nor to 
abridge them of their Poffefions or their 
Power, but folely to oblige his Enemies to

N your two laft Magazines, I find a Let- 
ter upon the Queftion, Whether the He- 
r ditary 7 rtfai. ions and Oppre fiwe ‘lenurcs 
in Scotland, ought to be abol: bed ? The Au- 
thor of that Letter takes the affirmative 
Side of the Queftion, and as you have 
given his Letter a Place in your Magazine, 
I hope, you will not refufe the fame In- 
dulgence to the other Side of the Queftion. 
That thefe Jurifdictions and Tenures may 
be abolifhed by A& of Parliament, that is 
to fay, That the fupreme Legiflature of the 
Kingdom has not only a Power, but a 
Right to abolith thefe Jurifdi€tions and Te- 
nure$, if it be thought abfolutely neceffary 
for the Publick Good, is a Queftion that I 
fhall not difpute ; but the Queftion is, Whe- 
ther the Abehihing of thefe Jurifdictions 
and ‘Tenures be abfolutely neceffary for, the 
Publick Good ? Upon this Queftion, I hope, 
it will be admitted, that no Encroachment 
fhould ever be made on private Property, 
mo innocent Man fhould be compelled to give 
up his Property, even for a valuable Confi- 
deration, unlefs the Neceffity of doing fo, for 
the Sake of the Publick, be not only abfo- 
lute but apparent, which, in my Opinion, 
as far from being the Cafe with Regard to 

thefe Jurifdi@ions and Tenures. 
It is faid, that the Abolithing of them 
will tend to prevent Infurreétions, and to 
promote Trade, ManufaQures, and Fithe-

againft Fact. It may as well be faid, thy, 
the Infurreétion at Edinburgh, which exe.

A late Rebellions was owing to them, We 
mutt therefore feek for another Caufe why 
Rebellions and Infurreftions have been ( 
frequent in that Country, and we need no: 
feek far to find it. If we will but confide 
the Nature, Edocation, and Circumfances 
of the People, we may eafily find the tru 
Caufe. As to the Nature and Circum 
flances of the People, they are known to 
have generally a great deal of Courage and 
very little Property ; and in all Countries 
where this is the Cafe, the People wil) fy 
to Arms as often as they think themfe!\: 
oppreffed. Perhaps too, there may be fom 
Truth in what the famous Puffendorf {ays 
of the People of Scotland, in his Intred.:. 
tion to the H:fory of Europe: His Words 
are thefe ; They are wiry apt to protole 
themifelves great Matters, and to dciight ss 
their own Inventions, —— Further, they o 
eafily firred up to Rebellion, and very 0}. 
nate in defi nding their Opinions t0 the uimy? 

If we confider the Education of the 
People in Scotland, this lait Part of the 
Character given them by this excellent! 
ftorian, may acccunt for all the Infurrec 
tions that have happered there ever fince 
the Reformation. The two prevailing Ke- 
ligions in Scorlznd are the Church, there 
called the Epi/copal Religion ; and the Dil- 
fenting, there called the Prefbyterian Re! 
gion. King Charles 3. by the Advice of that 
haughty ,enterprizing Prelate, Laud, fet about 
opprefiing and abolifhing the Preyer 

E Religion in Scotland, which ftirred up * 
Rebellion that was the original Cavfe © 
his Ruin, and of the Ruin of the Chur 
Party in England as well a6 Scotland. King 
Charles 11. renewed the Defign of oppretiing

To this we muft 
id a ridiculous Opinion that {till prevails 

song ereat Nuthbers of People in Scot- 
nd. that the Union was inconfiftent with 
che fnterett, and injurious to the Honour 
of their native Country, which makes them 
ready to join in any Attempt for what they 
call reftoring the Independency of the an- 
tient Kinedom of Scotland. 

In thofe Parts of the Kingdom where 
the People are educated in fuch Principles, 
and rivetted in fuch Opinions, their natural 
Courage and narrow Circumftances, makes 
it ely for any Man of Family or Charac- 
ter in the Country to perfuade them to 
venture their Lives in Support of their 
Principles and Opinions ; and where their 
Hereditary Lord or Superior happens to be 
of the fame Way of thinking, he may ea- 
fily find great Numbers of Men ready to 
take up Arms and follow him into a Rebel- 
lion; but Experience has fhewn, that in 
thole Parts of Scetland where the People 
are not educated in fuch Principles, nor 
pofieffed with fuch Opinions, no Heredi- 
tary Jurifdi@ion or Tenure could induce 
them to follow their Lord into a Rebellion, 
as was manifeft in both the laft Rebellions, 
from the Behaviour of the People in the 
South and Weit of Scotland; whereas in 
the North and Highlands of Scorland, where 
thofe Principles and Opinions chiefly pre- 
vail, we know that Numbers of Men were 
drawn in to join in both the laft Rebel- 
bons, who lived within the Hereditary 
Jurifdi@ions of Lords or Gentlemen that 
were zealous and aétive in Support of the 
Government, 

Thus, from Experience, it is evident, 
that the Infurreétions and Rebellions » which 
have of late Years happened in Scotland, 
did not proceed from thofe Hereditary Ju- 
nidi@ions or Tenures, but from the Na- 
ture, Education, and Circumftances of the 
* People, and confequently we cannot rea- 
fonably fuppofe, that the Abolithing of thofe

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Country where they are introduced, IT mutt 
think, that the more Power a Man has 
over his Land Eftate, the more fond he 
will be of improving it ; therefore I cannot 
but think, that thofe who are poffeffed of 
Hereditary Jurifdictions always have con- 
tributed, and always will contribute as 
much as lies in their Power, towards the 
Introduétion of Trade and Manufaétures 
into thofe NDiftri@s over wluch they havea 
peg ren: and within which their own 

nd Eftates are fituated ; and the more 
Power they have over the People, the more 
they may certainly contribute to this falu- 
tary End. 

But it is faid, that thefe Hereditary Ju- 
rifdi@iions frighten Strangers from going 
to fettle, or to eftablifh any Trade or Ma- 
nufa@tures in that Country; becaufe they 
are not to be tried by the King’s Laws or 
the King’s Judges, and becaufe, if they 
are oppreffed, or mect with Injuftice, they 
cannot obtain Redrefs without great Trou- 
ble and Expence. If Strangers were ever 
under any fuch Fear, I am fure, it was a 
very unreafonable ane ; for asitis the Lord’s 
Intereft to have fuch Strangers come and 
fettle in the Country where his Fftate lies, 
it is his intereft to have Juftice wifely and 
impartially diftributed ; therefore all Stran- 
gers who come to fettle and eftablifh any 
Trade or Manufa¢ture within an Hereditary 
Jurifdi@tien, may expeé& more impartial 
Juftice than they can expeét in a Diftric&t 
where the Judge is immediately appointed 
by the King ; and the Trouble and Expence 
of obtaining Redrefs is in the Istter as 
much as it can be in the former. In both 
a Man is tried by the King’s Laws and the 
King’s Judges; for the By-Laws of a City, 
Corporation, or other Liberty, are as much 
the King’s Laws as thofe that receive his 
Affent in Parliament, as an Under-Sheriff, 
appointed by an Hereditary High Sheriff, 
is as much the King’s Judge as an Under- 
Sheriff appointed by any of thofe High She- 
riffs that are annualy named by the Crown, 
The only Difference is, that in an Hereditary 
reer arog the Proprietor has a particular 

ntereft in having Juftice more impartially, 
fpeedily, and cheaply adminiftred, if poffi- 
ble, in that Diftri€&t, than in any other Part 
of the Kingdom, whereas the Crown can 
have no fuch particular Intereft, and there- 
fore Strangers fhould, I think, chufe to 
fettle within an Hereditary furifdiction rather 
than in any other Part of the Country, 

For thefe Reafons, I am afraid, that with 
refpet to the introducing or eftablifhing 
Trade, Manufafures, and Fifheries among 
the People of Scotland, the Abolifhing of 
thefe Hereditary Jurifdiftions and Tenures 
will have an Effe@ quite contrary to what 
is pretended ; becaufe when a Man hag no- 
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thing but the Property in the Lands, with- 
out any Power over the People, it is, as I 
have faid, neither fo much his Intereft, nor 
fo much in his Power, to promote Trade, 
Manufa@tures and Fifheries amongft them, 
or to protect Strangers who come to fettle 
there for that Purpofe, as when he has 
a. Jurifdictive Power over the People, as 
well as a Property in the Lands ; and if this 
abolithing Scheme fhould have this contrary 
Effect, it will certainly tend rather to pro- 
duce than prevent a future Rebellion in that 
Country. At leaft, I am fure, it is very 
doubtful, whether this Meafure will have the 
Effe&t contended for, and therefore its being 
for the Publick Gcod is far from being ap- 
parent, confequently it can be no good 
Foundation for our making fuch an In- 
croachment upon Private Property; for if 
a Precedent be once intioduced for in- 
croaching upon Private Property, or upon 
the Rights and | rivileves that have been 
granted to particular Subjedts, cm Acccunt 
of Some preterd.d cr imaginary Publick 
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Urility, it may be attended with the moft O 


teri bie Confequences. 

We i.now that among our Lawyers it is 
a Maxim fettled and never c nteftcd, that 
the King is Lord Paramount, that is to fay, 
the Origmal Proprictor of all the Lands in 
England as well as Scotland, From the 
Precedent now propofed, it may hereafter 
be pretended, that it would be for the 


Publick U:ility, to abolith ali pri¥ate Pro- D 


perty in Lands cr H-redi‘aments, and to 
re{tore the Property of all the Lands in 
Great Britain to the Crown. Many fpe- 
cious Arguments might be fuggefted for 
fhewing, that fuch a general Reftitution 
would tend to prevent Rebellions, to fecure 
the internal Tranquillity of the Nation, to 
eftablifh the Peace and Happinefs of the 
Feople, and to promote Trade, Manufac- 
tures, and Fifheries among them. That 
ro Subje& ought to have any Property in 
Lands, is the ftanding Maxim of the Twr- 
if Government ; and a famous pelitical 
Writer of the laft Century, has given this 
Maxim as the Reafon, why that great Mo- 
narchy has lafted fo long, and enjoyed fo 


pweh internal Tranquillity, We have there. F 


fore an Example for adopting the Maxim 
in this Country ; and as what is now pro- 
pofed will be a Precedent, we or our Pof- 
terity may hereafter fee a Bill, For remedy- 
ing the Inconveniencies that have arifen, 
and may arife, from private Property in 
Lands; for reftorimg to the Crown the 


Property originally belonging thereto, ac- G 


cording ta,the Conftitution ; and for ex- 
tending The Influence, Benefit, and Pro- 
tection of the Crown to all -his Majeity’s 
Subjes, be it enacted, and fo forth. 
Againft the Ppiibility of fuch a Scheme’s

taking Effet, it cannot be faid, that the 
Crown can never have it in its Power to 
give a valuable Confideration to tie Pro. 
prietors of all the Lands in Britaix ; {oy 
what is now propofed, lays a Precedent 
which will furnifi an Expedient for tha 
Purpofe. Thefe Hereditary Jurifai@ions are 
to veft immediately in the Crown, but the 


Price is not to be paid, till the Quantum of 


it be determined, which may be 20 Years 
hence ; fo the Property of the Lands may 
be vefted immediatcly in the Crown, but 
the Price not to be paid till the Quantum 
of it be afterwards determined: Thus the 
Crown, like the Purchafers of our Hef. 
India Eftates, may be enabled to pay the 
Price by means of the future yearly Produce. 

The Danger of fuch a Scheme’s being 
propofed, or taking Effeét, may, perhaps, 
be thought imaginary ; but furely it wil 
not be thought imaginary in me to fy, 
that what is now propofed may be made a 
Precedent for ditfolving the Charters of 2] 
the Cities and Corporations im the Kine- 
dom, fo far, at leaft, as to take trom them 
all the Jurifdiétive Powers they are now 
poffeiied of. Such Schemes as the’e will 
very probably be firft fet up with regard to 
Scotland only ; but when our Fellow Sub- 
jets of Scotand are, on various Fretences, 
or on account of Rebellions fomented per- 
haps for that very purpofe: I fay, when 
our Fellow Subje€ts there, are dive'ted of 
all their Rights and Privileges, we may 
certainly expeét, and we fhall juftly de- 
ferve to have the next Attack mace upon 
the Rights and Privileges of the People of 
England. And 1 muit obferve, that the 
City of London in particular has Reafon to 
fear the Confequences of this Precedent. 
The many valuable Privileges the enjoys, 
particularly that of chufing Sheriffs for the 
County as well as for herfelf, have always 
been the Envy of wicked Minifters, and an 
Eye-fore to ambitious Princes. 

This abolithing Scheme is not only 2 
as om Precedent, but is in itfelf of the 
moft dangerous Confequence to our Con- 
ftitution. The Power of the Crown is 4'- 
ready more extenfive than is confiftent 
with the Security of our Liberties, whic 
now depend more upon the Wifdom 2nd 
Juftice of our Sovereign, than upon any of 
thofe Fences that have been provided for 
pe againit the fecret Attempts that mJ 

made by Prerogative. How then car 
with our Eyes open make ‘uch anAddition '° 
that Power, as will evidently be the Eficct

verially acknowledged, that by Means ° 
the Places and lucrative Employments w!

t we are now to create a great 
of new Places, and to give the 
noofal of them to the Crown. It is 
univerfally acknowledged, that the Nomi- 
oon of Sherifts, who are the returning 
nation © 

omcers, is a Power of which a moft 
dangerous Ufe may be made: It is known, 
by this fole Power, our Conftitution 4 
aie overturned, and arbitrary Power efta- 
Hivhed, in the Reign of Richard i. In 
<urlard, they have, in fome Meafure, a 
Fence againft this Danger, by means of 
their Hereditary Sheriffthips ; but this Fence, 
{mall as it is, we are now to pluck up, and 
to feave them expofed to that very Danger, 
by which the Liberties of England have 
once already been overturned. Is _ this 
fhewing fach a Regard for the Liberties of 
the People, as ought to be fhewn by a Bri- 
rb Parliament? When our Liberties are 
already in fo much Danger, fhould we, 
upor any Account, expefe them to greater ? 
Should we, without any Neceffity, without 
any certain View of publick Utility, in- 
crexfe that Power of the Crown, which is C 
of the moft dangerous Confequence to our 
Liberties ? 

If it could be faid, that the laft Rebelli- 
en, or any late Redellion in Scotland, was 
owing to the Hereditary Jurifdi€tions, and 
Military Tenures, poffeffed by the great 
Families in that Kingdom: If it could be 
fid with any Juftice, that ever fuch Jurif- D 
ditions orTenures were of bad Confequence 
either in Enviand or Scotland, we might 
have fome Excufe for expofing our Confti- 
tution to one Danger for the Sake of 
cclivering it from another; but there is 
not the leaft Pretence for faying, that any 
late Rebellion or Infurreétion was owing 
to thele Hereditary Jurifdi€tions or Military 
Tenures: They have all been owing toa E 
Sort of Enthufiaftick Spirit prevailing among 
the People of thofe Countries where they 
degan, and fo much owing to this Spirit, 
that the Lords of thefe Jurifdiétions and 
‘enures, who remained faithful to the 
Government, with all their Power, which 
* now mace fuch a Bugbear, could not 
Prevent even their own Vaffals and Te- F 
nants from joining in the Rebellion. There- 
“re, if you abolifh thefe Jurifdi@tions and 
Tenures, without taking any Method for

_, wsountenanced and oppofed by all the 
chief Families in Scotland, Fiend tis Ala- 
dred wnt? Our Capital, what may we not 

from a Rebellion contrived, counte- 
ranced, and condutted by all the chief Fa- 
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milies in that Kingdom, and headed by a 
Pretender, made wife by the Experience of 
his former Misfortunes ? Do we think, that 
fuch a Rebellion would meet with no Sup- 
port from the Facobites in this Kingdom ? 
Do we think that a Rebellion, which bid fo 
fair for Succefs, would meet with no Affift- 
ance from our foreign Enemies; or that our 
foreign Friends would be ready to afiift us, 
if they faw us in fuch imminent Danger ? 
The known Loyalty and Fidelity of moft o€ 
the great Families in Scor/and, will, I hope, 
prevent our being brought into fuch Danger, 
but this is a very bad Reafon for our giv- 
ing them fuch Provocation. 

Thus it is plain, that we can have no Caufe 
from any late Experience for abolifhing the 
Hereditary Jurifdi€tions and Military Tee 
nures. in Scot/and, and that our doing fo at 
this Time may have a very dangerous Effeét, 
Then, as to what may be apprehended for 
the future ; I think it is evident from the 
Nature of Things, as well as from Hiftary, 
that they never were, nor ever can bs ot 
any bad Confequence, but, on the contrary, 
that they have often contributed to the Pre- 
fervation or Reftoration of our Liberties. I 
know it is fuggefted by thofe who are fecret 
Enemies to publick Liberty, and perhaps 
believed by thofe who de not fufticiently 
confider the Nature of Mankind, that the 
Hereditary Jurifdictions and Military Te- 
nures formerly poffeffed by the great Fami- 
lies in England, were the Caufe of all our 
Civil Wars ; but I muft affirm, and could 
fully prove, that all our Civil Wars were 
owing to the Incroachments made by the 
Crown upon the Liberties of the People, 
that our great Barons never did, nor ever 
could take Arms againft the Crown, till 
thofe Incroachments gave the Alarum to 
the Generality of the People, and that if it 
had not been for thofe Jurifdictions and Te- 
nures pofleffed by the Nobility, our Liber- 
ties would have been long fince overturned, 
and our Government rendered as abfolute 
as any Government in Europe; for tho’ 
their Jurifdictions and Tenures could not 
enable them to make the People take Arms 
againft a juft and mild Government, they 
enabled them to bring the People to a Head 
when their Liberties were really in Danger, 
and to preferve at all Times a military Spi- 
rit and Difcipline among the People, with- 
out which no Peopléean long prefer ve their 
Liberties. , 

As to military Difcipline, it is very cer- 
tain, it cannot be preferved without the 
People’s putting themfelves to a great deal 
of Trouble and fome Expence, and this the 
People in no Country will ever do without 
fome Sort of Compulfon, therefore it is ne~ 
ceffary to give fome great Family in every 
Diftri@ a Power for this Purpofe, and to 
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make it their Intereft as well as Duty to 
exercife this Power. When this Power is 
lodged hereditar:ly in any great Family,’ it 
becomes their Intereft as well as Duty, their 
Honour is concerned in propagating a mili- 
tary Spirit and Difcipline among the People 
under theirCommand; but when it is lodged 
jn a great many Hands, or even in one at 
the Pleafure of the Crown, their Intereit or 
Honour is then very little cencerned, and 
the prefent Eftablifhment of our Militia 
mutt convince us, that they very little mind 
their Duty. If thefe Things had been duly 
confider’d in the Reign of Char’cs the 2d, 
T am perfuaded. fome very different Regu- 
ations would have becn made both with 
Refpect to our Militia and Military Tenures; 
and if thefe Things be now duly confider’d; 
inftead of abolifhing the Hereditary Jurif- 
ditions and Military Tenures in Scotland, 
we fhall think of reftoring them, under pro- 
per Reculations, in Exg/and. 

I hope, I have now fully fhewn, that the 
Publick Utitity expected to refult from what 
is now propofed, is fo far from being appa- 
rent, that it is almoft certain, we fhall in 
every Refpect meet with a Difappointment ; 
and as this is the only Reafon pretended for 
making fauch an Incroachment upon Private 
Property, I think, I have no Need of giving 
you or your Readers any farther Trouble.

ing, the Electrified Seeds appeared large: 
and more tumid than the other, and while 
they were Elettrifying, the outermoft In. 
tegument or Secundine of feveral burt 
open, and the Gem came in View, and 
continued vifibly unfoldine, having growa 
a full Tenth of an Inch during that fifteen 
Minutes. The 6th of ‘June, which ended 
the Experiment, upon comparing the Pots, 
the Electrified Seeds which did grow, were 
miuch more in Number, and thewed a 
much greater Degree of Life and Vigour, 
having a much more lively, freth, green 
B Colour, and more replete with vegetative 
Juice; bet in Regard to the Acceleration 
of their Growth, there was not fo creat a 
Difference as was expected, but this may 
be-plainly accounted for from the preceding 
Obfervation, thus: The Body of the Sced, 
whilit Electrifying, being ftrongly faturated, 
agitated, and expanded, by the Ethereal 
Fire, which hecoming diffipated, after ceaf.

Befides thefe Preparations for the Relief 
of Genoa, the French and Spaniards have, 
by Acceunts fince our laft, found Means 
to throw 4 or 5000 Men into that City 
by Sea; and yet, if our latt Advices from 
Turin be true, it feems in Danger of be- 
ing reduced, before any Relief can get 
up te it.

From Madrid we have the following me- 
lancholy Account, dated May agth N. S. 
wiz, A Merchant Ship is arrived at Vize 
in Galicia, with Difpatches to the King from 
the Governor of Vera Cruz, informing his 
Majefty of the Difafter that has happened 
to the City of Lima, Capital of Peru. That 
rich and fuperb Place is now no more, 
having been deftroy’d by an Earthquake on 
the 17th of Odoler lait, at half an Hour 
after 10 at Night. So horrible was the De- 
ftruction, that ne Remains are to be feen of 
Palace, Church, College, Houfe or any other 
Edifice, and all the Treafures of that mag- 
nificent City are buried in its Ruins. Above 
1500 Perfons were already computed to 
have perifhed, as no News can be heard of 
them. Befides the fumptuous Palaces and 
private Houfes, 74 Churches, 14 Monafte- 
ries, and 14 or 15 Hofpitals, are reduced to 
nothing on this Occafion ; and, we are af- 
fured, that the Gold and Silver Furniture, 
and the Jewels that are loft, are ineftimable.
